J-SSe)Hereas divers men who have beene lately 

HJ {\ Ieavied and imprefted for Souldiers 
within the ſeverall Counties of E£/ex, 
1] Kent, Middleſex, Suſſex, Surry, Snf- 
DM 2 folke, Norfolke, Hertford, Huntington, 
1] Ifle of Ely, Cambridge , Bedford, and 
within the Cities of Loudon, Weſtminſter, 
Norwich, and (anterbury , for the re- 
cruiting of the Army under the Command of Sir Thomas 
Fairfax, after ſuch time as they have received Preſt-money, 
daily runne away and depart from their Colours to the great 
prejudice of the publike Service; and unlefle ſome timely 
courſe be taken therein, it may incourage others that are ne- 
ceſſary to be imprefted for rhe ſervice of that Army to doe 
the like : For the due puniſhment of ſuch as have, or ſhall 
hereafter runne away being imprefted for that Army, Ic is 
Ordained, and be it Ordained by the Lords and Commons 
in this preſent Parliament afſembled, That the reſpeRive 
Committees and DeputyeLievtenants of the Cities and Coun- 
ties by whom and where any perſons ſhall be impreſted for
